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2. POSTS MAY DRAW ON FOLLOWING INFORMATION IN REPLYING TO 
QUERIES OR VOLUNTEERING COMMENTS AS APPROPRIATE: 

3. USG REMAINS FIRMLY OPPOSED TO STATE CONTROLS ON COM- 
MUNICATIONS MEDIA AND WILL CONTINUE TO OPPOSE ANY DECLARA- 
TION TENDING TO LEGITIMIZE SUCH CONTROLS ON INTERNATIONAL 
FREE FLOW OF INFORMATION. WE REMAIN SOLIDLY COMMITTED TO 
ARTICLE 19 OF UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS WHICH 
AFFIRMS THE RIGHT OF EVERYONE "TO SEEK, RECEIVE AND IMPART 
INFORMATION AND IDEAS THROUGH ANY MEDIA AND REGARDLESS 
OF FRONTIERS." AT I9TH GENERAL CONFERENCE OE UNESCO IN 
NAIROBI LAST FALL WE VIGOROUSLY AND SUCCESSEULLY FOUGHT 
ADOPTION OF A DRAFT DECLARATION ON MEDIA USES, WHICH CON- 
TAINED PROVISIONS FAVORING GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 

4. DEPT HAS CONSULTED WITH AMBASSADOR YOUNG, WHO LABELED 
THE EL CARIBE REPORT AS "INACCURATE.” HE HAD VOICED 
APPROVAL OF A UNESCO COMMISSION EOR A BROAD STUDY OE INTER- 
NATIONAL COMMUNICATIONS ISSUES WITHIN THE PURVIEW OF THE
